1891.

The battery was manned by the en- 
tire enlisted strength of the Fifty-ninth 
Company, which was about 105 men, dis- 
tributed among the three rifles.

CALAIS, France, July 21.—Mrs. Frank 


Hewartson, who is known as Mme. 
Francke to aviators, will attempt to fly 
across the English Channel either Fri- 
day or Saturday morning. Many noted 
aviators are arriving here to watch the 
attempt. 

Mme. Francke is already in Calais, 


superintending the assembling of Her 
Farman biplane. She expresses perfect 
confidence in her ability to make the 
journey to Dover, England, alone, and 
asserts nothing can daunt her. Her 
instructor, Henri Farman, manufactur- 
er of the Farman biplane and one of 
the leading French aviators, said teday 
that Mme. Francke was capable of ma- 
nipulating the aeroplane in this ambi- 
tious flight and he had no doubt of her 
success. 

A large number of private yachts will 
be spread out across the channel to aid 
Mme. Francke should there be a mis- 
hap, while the fastest torpedo boats in 
the French navy will attempt to keep 
pace with her. 

The cross-channel flight has been at- 
tempted five times, three of the flights 
being successful. Hubert Latham tried 
it twice and failed. Louis Bleriot and 
Count Jacques de Lesseps, both flying 
Bleriot monoplanes, have flown from 
Calais to Dover, while Capt. Rolls, the 
English atrman killed at Bournemouth, 
in an aeroplane fall, July 12, made the 
round-trip flight from Dover to Calais 
without landing.

President of the Monon System Is Thought by 
Chicago Police to Have Shot Himself— 
Friends Reaffirm Burglar T heory.

CHICAGO, July 21.—The Chi- 
eago police have dropped the in- 
vestigation into the death of Ira 
G. Rawn, president of the Chi- 
jcago, Indianapolis & Louisville 
Railroad {Monon Route), and 
Herman Schuettler, Acting Chief 
of Police, said today that he was 
satisfied that Rawn had killed 
himself. 

Acting Chief Schuettler an- 
nounced his decision after a long 
conference with the detectives 
who had investigated the Win- 
netka tragedy. They declared 
all the details pointed to suiicde. 

Despite the withdrawal of the Chi- 
cago police, the private detectives 
employed by the Rawn family con- 
tinued their Investigation and stead- 


fastly declared that Rawn' was killed 
by a burglar. 

The suicide theory is believed to 
have been strengthenea by an inves- 
tigation by Coroner Hoffman. The 
bullet hole in Rawn’'s nightgrobe was 
carefully examined. The hole is 
surrounded by blood stains in whfch 
there are said to be powder marks. 

While the private detectives ‘an- 
nounced yesterday that they expect- 
od to meke an important arrest to- 
day, no one was taken into custody.

he ended his life rather than face im- 
pending and inevitable revelation of his 
connection with the $2,000,000 frauds per- 
petrated on the Illinois Central Railroad 
while he wag its vice-president.

Mrs. Rawn and her daughter, Mrs. 
both of whom were in

president was shot, are prostrated and 
under the care ef a physician. 

Mrs. F. M. Brinkley and Mrs. David 
M. Bigelow, other daughters of the 
slain man, were called to the Winnetka 
home soon after the tragedy. All in- 
dignantly repudiate the police theory 
that Rawn killed himself. 

While going to the city on a Suburban 
train Tuesday morning, Rawn confided 
to a friend,. J. Allen Haines, that he 
had heard burglars in his house on 
the previous night and had crept down- 
stairs with his revolver and frightened 
them away. Yesterday morning at 1:30 
o’clock he left his bed, went down- 
stairs with his revolver und an instant 
later a shot was heard. 

Rawn was found at the foot of the 
stairs. A bullet had passed through his 
body. Near his right hand lay his re- 
volver with one chamber empty. A bul-

Charge Is That Police Board

With Chairman Kiel of the Republican

Withrow Gives Job to Reynolds. 

One of the regular leaders declared 
Thursday that Gov. Hadley’s attention 
will be called to the fact that President 
Reynolds was appointed receiver of the 
Continental Assurance Co., by Judge 
Withrow within % hours after Rey- 
nolds had made a demand upon the 
Republican City Committee for the re- 
nomination of Withrow as Circuit Judge.

Many precautions had been taken by 
the young woman who killed herself to 
yuySxMhencmfwypetaoinpnpnpnp 
conceal her identity. Laundry marks 
had been torn from her garments, pa- 
pers probably bearing upon her identity 
had been destroyed‘and she asked in a 
letter she left that no effort be made 
to determine who she was. 

Though posing as a Frénch woman, it* 
was recognized that the guest, who 4r- 
rived at the hotel shortly befofe she 
killed herself, was not of Frerich ‘birth. 
When the-body was discovered in her 
room, every effort was made to deter- 
mine her identity or to get some trace of 
her friends, but without success. The 
woman was young, probably about 25 
years old, and slight in build. 

When nothing could be’ learned re- 
garding her, the matter dropped. from 
public discussion te be revived today 
when the authorities received from Scot- 
land Yard photographs of Miss Leneve, 
Crippen’s typist, who disappeared from 
London on the day the police lost track 
of her employer. 

Those who had seen the body recog- 
nized a similarity in the photograph and 
directed the attention of the police. Fur- 
ther inquiry strengthened the theory 
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By Associated Press. 

VERNET LES BAINS, France, July 
21.—The French police believe Hawley 
H. Crippen is still in France. His an- 
nouncement of a proposed trip to Spain 
is declared to have been a subterfuge 
and was successful in throwing the po- 
lice off his trail for a short time. 

Today a warrant was issued for Hen- 
fy Draubaut, otherwise known as Henri 
Tarbot. Persons who saw the man dur- 
ing his stop in this city Sunday say 
he is identical with Dr. Crippen, photo- 
graphs of. whom were shown to them 
by the police. 

The suspect left here Monday morning, 
purchasing a ticket for Mont Louis, Be- 
fore departing he telegraphed td Mont 
Louls engaging a carriage to meet him 
there and convey him to Buigcerda, 
Spain, 10 miles distant. The detect- 
ives learned of this and notified the po- 
lice on the other side of the Spanish 
boundary to look for the man and to 
arrest him if found.

thought came to me that I was watch- 
ing a man slowly slipping into his 
grave. 

“Every day for weeks he has looked 
like a walking death. 

“When the news struck the north 
shore suburbs this morning those who 
knew Mr. Rawn and saw him daily 
were not surprised. The only surprise 
expressed was at the story of the 
burglary.” 

Friends Produce Letter. 

As disproving the report that Rawn 
died by his own hand, his friends to- 
day showed the last letter written by 
the railroad man, showing that he was 
planning a holiday.

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THE BUSCH PROPOSAL. 

_ The proposition of the Manufacturers’ Rail- 
way to build the free bridge approaches has -one 
tremendous gain for St. Louis—the abolition of 
bridge arbitraries. The provision in the Dill 
guaranteeing the same rate to St. Louis and 
East St. Louis and to any point in both cities 
within the terminal zone of ten miles is prac- 
tically the condition demanded of the Terminal 
Railway by the Shippers’ Committee. The 30- 
cent coal rate accepted by the railroad reduces 
the present coal rate by the full amount of the 
bridge arbitrary and 2 cents more. The hauling 
of coal by the road over the municipa] bridge 
would abolish all the bridge toll on coal and 
reduce it below the present East St. Louis rate. 

These benefits embody freedom from the op- 


for which St. Louis has fought since its incep- 
tion. The adoption of the bill will assure the 
completion of the free bridge, which is seriously 
‘menaced, and its operation with little cost to the 
city. Perhaps all the cost may be taken care of. 

But great and desirable as these ends are and 
advantageous as the proposition seems on its 
face, it should bé carefully studied. No mistakes 
should -be made in the terms guaranteeing the 
elimination of arbitraries and the city’s control 
of the structure. We must be sure that in at- 
tempting to get rid of one master we do not fall 


be of fair intentions, we should have the inten- 
tions so clearly and bindingly stated that the city 
will be protected under all circumstances in the 
future. 
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A Harvard professor of political economy is 
quoted as saying the report of Senator Lodge’s 
committee on the cost of living is “unworthy 
of a beginner in economics;” but then the Sen- 
ator is not a beginner; and besides he was not 
writing economics, but politics. 

SAFETY PATROLS FOR MERAMEO RIVEER. 

Most of the deaths from drowning in the Mer- 
amec occur on Sunday, in the stretch of water 
between Valley Park and Fenton. This is less 
than ten miles in length and is all under the 
jurisdiction of St. Louis County. It is useless, 
at present, to expect the Federal Government to 
establish life-saving stations on this river. Such 
@ policy will have to be general and has not 
apparently been considered up to this time. 

But t would not cost much for the county to 
employ gasoline launches enough to patrol this 





in use as a bathing resort. These launches, pa- 
trolling the river at frequent intervals, so that 
no stretch of it would be neglected at any time, 
would make for safety, although the death rec- 
ord might not be entirely wiped out.

.Speaker Cannon’s John Brown raid through 
Kansas has had at least one good effect: It has 
shown the futility of the efforts of the machine 
politicians to harmonize men who differ from 
one another upon a matter of principle. It will 
be noted that the Speaker had nothing to say 
against reactionary Democrats nor against men 
whose opposition to machine rule is lukewarm.

THE LESSON OF A FOOLISH FIGHT 

After four years’ warfare, the dispute between the 
Buck Stove and Range Co. of St. Louis and Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor has been amicably settled. 
It was a long and obstinate fight, leading to much 
ill-feeling between capital and labor. It provoked 
violent discussion in. print and on the platform. 
It: was the cause of costly litigation. It figured in 
national politics, But now that it is over, what 
has been gained? Which side is one bit better 
off—capital or labor, employers or employed? 
A little common sense at the start would have 
ended the dispute. Yet it dragged on for years, 
involving hundreds of unions all over the couatry 
and immense industrial and mercantile interests 
that were in no way concerned in the original 
differences. The case ought to be a lesson to 
unions and manufacturers alike. 
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Curiously enough, the people who say Woodrow 
Wilson would make an ideal President are most 
positive in saying he will never be President. 
They seem to have preferences for the real 
thing. 
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MORE BRIDGE SILLINESS. 
Ridiculing the proposition of the Manufac- 
turers’ Railway to build railroad approaches to 
the municipal bridge, the Republic gleefully calls 
attention to the charges for the use of the bridge 
which the railroads must pay, and intimates that 
the bridge will not be “free.” It says: ‘ 

There are only two possibilities here: the 
cost will come either from the city or the 
railroads. If the railroads are to pay it, 
there bobs up serenely our old friend the river 
differential. If the city is to pay it, we are 
making a present of several million dollars 
to the railroads; and somehow The Republic 
cannot get up much enthusiasm over that. 
What silliness! Every railroad, like every tun- 


nel and mile of track, has to be paid for by the 
railroads owning or using it. The original cost 
and the operating expenses are borne by the 
railroads, but, except in St. Louis and one-or two 
other railroad combine-ridden cities, no tolls or 
differentials are charged to defray the cost and 
expenses, They are absorbed and carried by the 
general revenue of the roads. The bridges and 
terminals are parts of the main lines and their 
cost is not laid upon the loca! traffic, but upon 
the general traffic. Even switching charges are 
absorbed in whole or in part. 

Only in St. Louis does it seem impossible for 
a@ railroad or a group of railroads to build or; 
own and operate a bridge without charging tolls 
to defray its cost. The influence of the Terminal 
seems to be deadly on the intelligence of its 
friends. But, apart from this blight on its rea- 
soning faculties, we do not expect the Republic 
to “get up any enthusiasm” over any proposition 
that threatens the power or the pelf of the Ter- 
minal combine.

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A SMALL RASOALITY. 

Recently in New York City, United States Mar- 
shall Henkel seized 4,500,000 ice cream cones 
that were about to be shipped to Galveston. The 
seizure was made by order of the United States 
District Attorney upon the ground that the cones 
contained boric acid and were unfit to be eaten. 
One of the Government officials making the in- 
vestigation is reported to have said that some 
of these so-called wafer cones, in which ice 
cream is sold on the streets for a cent, contain 
sawdust, shavings and wrapping paper. 

Here is another of the evils resulting from 
the concentration of industries into large units of 
control, A small factory would not find it worth 
while to elaborate a fraud in so small a thing 
as a wafer cone. But big plants sell millions of 
them. They ship them as far as from New York 
to Texas. If they can substitute sawdust and 
shavings and wrapping paper for flour even to a 
small extent in each cone the aggregate profit is 
large. The rascality, however, is mighty small. 
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A magazine writer who has tried facts as a 
means of “robbing the thunderstorm of its ter- 
rors” admits that he has little hopes of succeed- 
ing because the fear of lightning goes deeper

Professional traders were working for 
a reaction, and expressed the belief that 
the advance had been overdone and 
the market entering on dangerous 
ground. 

The artificial character of the news 
provoking the advance was shown b: 
Genials of some of the sensational re- 
ports of crop damage placed in circula- 
tlon Wednesday. 

In answer to inquiry, the manager of 
the Dominion Bank of Canada denied 
that it had made an estimate on the 
wheat crop of the three Canadian prov 
inces of 60,000,000 bu. The report came 
from Winnipeg and was regarded by 
the trade as sensational. It was the 
lowest yet published, being 20,000,000 
bu below estimates of Inglis and other 
experts. Much of Wednesday’s advance 
was based on this report. 

The Northwest was again dry, but 
the temperatures seasonable. The mar- 
ket for the first time gave indications 
of ignoring the damage reports placed 
in circulation. 

The Liverpool market opened barely 
steady, on more favorable Canadian 
advices, cooler weather in the American 
Northwest, and larger cargo arrivals. 
Later, the market was excited and 
strong, on a continental demand that 
absorbed all cargoes at 14@% advance. 
Russian, Indian and Argentine advices 
were unfavorable. Russian and Danu- 
bian offers were light. 

Liverpool spot wheat closed %d up, 
futures, 14@4d up. Pairs wheat closed

pest, 1c, up. 

Broomhall estimates the Argentine 
shipments of wheat this week at 960,000 
bu against 800,000 bu last week and 
1,832,000 bu last year.

Declares. Death of . Van 
Cleave Opened Way for 
Unions Again. 
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Searwe' Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, who {is 
ii S. Louis to arrange for the feder- 
ation’s convention here next fall, is 
active in politics without committing 
himself to either of the national parties. 

“IT am always in politics more or 
less,"”’ he said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday at the Planters, “and 
it is not my nature to be sluggish in 
anything, so I suppose I may be said 
to be active politically. In politics, as 
in religion and in business, I am on the 

‘side of the wealth producers, the wage- 
earning masses. Where that puts me, 
in relation to present party divisions, 
4s not a question I have to consider 
mow. My present interest in politics is 
just this—to keep union labor from over- 
Jooking the records of certain members 
*@f Congress who have been hostile or 
4§ndifferent to its interest, and who are 

_ peeking re-election.”’ 

~ He would not specify the members 
“whom he places in this.category, but he 
“disclaimed having any political errand 
Sn St. Louls. Nor did he profess any 
“present interest in the plan for a po- 
Aitical unton of labor and the farmers, 

“which was before the Farmers’ Con- 
vention when he addressed that body 
4n the Coliseum last spring. 

Even in his gratified expressions 
about the settlement wih union labor's 
old time enemy, the Buck Stove and 
Range Co., the labor president was cau- 
v He avoided yeferring to the 
Stent as a victory, and he would not 
‘Bay what part he thought the boycott 
had played in the settlement. Yet he 
aid not hesitate to say that it was his 
side which had taken the initiative. 

“So long as Mr. Van Cleave lived,” 
gaid President Gompers, ‘the policy 
of his firm seemed likely to be un- 
changed. When he died, it occurred to 
us that there might be a change, and 
‘Ane of our vice-presidents was instruct- 
ed to make a quiet inquiry into the feel- 
a of the new management. 

Company Respects Labor. 

“Wwe knew, at the oitset, that the 
man in control of the business was 
friendly to organized iabor, and had 
always been in satisfactory relations 

_™ th labor in his former connections. 
ba attitude is set forth in the pre- 
amble of the articles of agreement 
which our* representatives and those 

. wf the company signed in Cincinnati 
Tuesday. This preamble states that 
the new management regards organ- 
4zed labor as ‘an institwtion which 
has come to stay for all time, and 
‘must be treated with on a friendly 
basis,’ and that this attitude will gov- 
ern the feeling and action of every- 
one connected with the management 
in future.” 

- As to Gompers’ own case before the 
Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia, in which he, John Mitchell 
and Frank Morrison are under a jail 
sentence for contempt, he said: 

“There was no expectation of any 
effect on that case. We are content 
to have it take its course. The prin- 
ciple of free speech and a free press 
it plainly involved, and we are will- 
ing to take our chances on that basis. 

“At. the same time, it would not be 
fitting for the stove companies to take 
any part in the prosecution, now that 
We are at peace with them, and so their 
ettorneys, under our Cincinnati agree- 
ment, are to withdraw from the case. 

“I hope,” said President Gompers, 
making in this way his nearest refer- 
ence to the subject of the new lifted 
hoycott, “that the liberal policy which 
the company has adopted will be urpre- 
ciated by labor union men generally, 
and that the company will realize im- 

mediate and lasting Lenefit from it. I 
hope the effect of this settlement for 
go00d wl be widespread.”
